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Don’t let our 
town turn in 
to an ‘urban 
wilderness’

A LEADING architect has slammed 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council for 
not understanding what makes the 
town special and warns pushing ahead 
with transforming buildings into retail 
centres could be a recipe for disaster. 

Ptolemy Dean, known as the historic 
buildings advisor on BBC2’s Restora¬ 
tion series, says that under current pro¬ 
posals for development, the town risked 
becoming an “urban wilderness” like 
Maidstone or Ashford. 

The expert, who lives in the town, but 
grew up in a village near Ashford, said: 
“You have to understand what makes 
Tunbridge Wells special and different. 

“It is really two towns. There is the 
upper town with the commercial shop¬ 
ping centre and the retail complex like 
all these others in Kent. And then there 
is the historic, residential, town where 
you have local shops, the Pantiles area 
and Chapel Place. 

“I think what makes it so different is 
that the centre is lived in as opposed to 
somewhere like Ashford. What’s hap¬ 


pened there is very clear and relevant 
to Tunbridge Wells. It was made into a 
large shopping centre in the middle of a 
ring road to serve all the car parks re¬ 
quired. In so doing that destoyed all the 
housing in the centre of the town. 

“If you do not understand the town, 
as I do not think the local authority 
does, you cannot appreciate it. 

“It needs to be redeveloped, but on its 
own terms. If you want to improve the 
retail basis that is fine, but you must not 
do so at the expense of the other quali¬ 
ties of the place. 

“It has to be liveable and not just a 
commercial retail town. History tells 
us it is very easy to focus on retail and 
destory the liveable aspect, just like 
Maidstone and Ashford.” 

The council has argued that Tun¬ 
bridge Wells must attract more retail 
businesses in order to compete with 
towns like Maidstone. 

“Why do you need to compete? For 
whose benefit is this competition?” Mr 
Dean questioned. “You can get into 
London in 45 minutes and Bluewater is

College sows the seeds 
of success despite cuts

A STRING of innovative commercial 
partnerships has allowed a leading 
land-based college to push ahead with 
ambitious plans despite a future cloud¬ 
ed by reduced Government funding for 
education. 

Chiefs at Hadlow College say private 
sector deals have helped more than 
quadruple turnover during the last six 
years and now account for a third of its 
total income. 

The college says such agreements are 
essential to ensure education standards 
remain high as the squeeze on the pub¬ 
lic purse continues. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, finance di¬ 
rector at the college, explained: “The 
public sector is often seen as a drain on 
the state. The public and private can 
work together if you have the right 
leadership. One third of our income is 
commercially driven by private sector 
partners. But it is mutually inclusive be¬ 
cause we are getting better value for the 
public purse. 


PUPILS at K College who slept outside 
in the cold in February raised more than 
£800 for a homeless charity. 

They have presented Porchlight with 
a cheque for £811.09 at the Brook 
Street Campus following their fund rais¬ 
ing event during the winter. 

A total of 13 students and three staff 
members took part in a sponsored sleep- 
over, camped out in cardboard boxes at 
the new college building. 

They were inspired by meeting a 
former drug and gambling addict who 
spent part of his life on the streets. 

Apart from their course leader, Lisa 
Eaton, who had the best sleeping bag, 


“We have received the highest ‘out¬ 
standing’ grade for our education so 
what better return can there be to the 
public purse? 

“This is quality education and the 
students get to see businesses succeed¬ 
ing as well. When these are mediocre 
the government still pays out.” 

Now the college is pushing ahead 
with plans for perhaps its most ambi¬ 
tious scheme yet - a secondary school 
with a ‘rural ethos’ created under the 
‘free schools’ initiative. 

It started consulting last month. Free 
schools are part of Conservative edu¬ 
cation policy and allow organisations, 
charities, groups of parents, existing 
schools and colleges, to apply for cen¬ 
tral Government funding to create a 
new school. 

Hadlow Rural Community School will 
be for students aged 11 to 16 and based 
on Hadlow College’s grounds near Ton- 
bridge. If successful, it could be open for 
business as early as next year. 

This would mark a remarkable turn¬ 
around for the college.

the students found one night tough. 

Mrs Eaton said: “My husband loves 
climbing so I borrowed one of his sleep¬ 
ing bags and I was tucked up warmly, 
but I think I was the only one.

ago, it has seen turnover soar from £4 
million to £17m between 2004 and 
2010, courtesy of a slew of commercial 
ventures, including a tea room, farm 
shop, gardens, fishery and most recent¬ 
ly a fish farm. Its once failing farm has 
also been transformed. 

Mr Lumsdon-Taylor added: “We in¬ 
vested £21m. The commercial arms 
were appalling. There was a run down 
plant centre where you could buy dead 
plants, the farm was loosing £100,000 
a year and the college £500,000 a 
year. 

“We wanted Hadlow, as a business, 
to have high quality aims for teaching 
and learning. 

“Anything we did commercially must 
run to the same high levels and support 
the teaching and learning. 

“There was no point having them if 
they were unsuccessful how would the 
students become employable?” 

The investment in its commercial 
arms has allowed Hadlow to reduce its 
dependency on Government funding 
from 70 per cent to 40 per cent. The col¬ 
lege has not made a loss in nine years. 


realised how lucky they were to be able 
to pop inside to use the loos. 

“It really made them think about 
what it would be like to be homeless.” 

The early years students were sup¬ 
ported by catering students who ran a 
soup kitchen. 

Porchlight’s Rachel Van Hoven, ac¬ 
cepting the cheque, said: “This is amaz¬ 
ing.

Discussions about redeveloping the 
Town Hall and the rest of the Grade II- 
listed civic complex are among the most 
controversial of the council’s plans. 

Mr Dean, pictured, who specialises in 
preserving historic 
buildings and de¬ 
signing new build¬ 
ings in sensitive lo¬ 
cations, said: “The 
Town Hall is a rath¬ 
er pompous build¬ 
ing but it is the civic 
heart of the town. 

“It is a valuable 
civic complex and 
I rather dislike that, in their plans, the 
council shows a lack of understanding 
about how it works, thinking that the 
civic presence could just be removed 
and replaced, that actually shopping is 
the most important thing. To replace 
the Town Hall would create one great 
big endless shopping centre.” 

Asked if he took part in M&N’s con¬ 
sultation, which polled residents’ views 
on redevelopment, he said: “To be hon¬ 
est I felt the council would not fairly 
assess the public consultation and that 
they had already decided. 

“Of course this was before the loss of 
Roy Bullock. 

“I’ve joked that the Arab Spring began 
in Tunbridge Wells - the overthrowing 
of Bullock set forth a great revolution¬ 
ary wave.” 

Deputy council leader David Jukes 
said: “The thoughts we have on the fu¬ 
ture shape for the town are different to 
the previous cabinet and once we have 
crystallised our ideas they will be put to 
the council and the public forum before 
any major action is taken.”

Removal man laid to rest 
after final delivery in van

AFTER 38-years as a removal 
man, there was only one way 
friends and family could im¬ 
agine the much-loved Andy 
Chapman making his final 
journey. 

So after his tragic death 
following a heart attack two 
weeks ago, his wife agreed that 
the way his body should be 
conveyed to the funeral service 
was in the back of the van he 
had last driven. 

Amid the tears there were 
smiles too as Mr Chapman, 
58, was taken to a Hawkhurst 
church, where his mother is 
buried, from his home in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells. 

His widow Cynthia had 
requested the unusual send- 
off to recognise his long ca¬ 
reer in the business, including 
24 years for the firm Bishop’s 
Move, for whom he was work¬ 
ing at the time of his death. 

Steve Littler, a manager 
at the firm, said: “Andy de¬ 
served a proper send-off and 
after speaking to Cynthia we 
all agreed that transporting 
his body in the final vehicle he 
drove would be deemed as a 
fitting goodbye and a tribute to 
his hard work for the company. 

“We knew this would have 


been exactly what he had 
wanted.” 

Darron Day was a close friend 
of Mr Chapman and was the 
driver for the sad journey. He 
said: “I was honoured to drive 
Andy to his final resting place. 

“He wasn’t just a colleague, 
he was also a good mate, not 
just of mine but with most of 
the staff. That’s just the way 
he was; he got along with eve¬ 
ryone. He will be sorely missed 
by us all. His death has left a 
hole in the company which 
will never be filled again.” 

Managing director of the 
company, Alistair Bingle, add¬ 
ed: “Andy was a loyal servant 
of the company and had been 
with us for a long time. 

“His enthusiasm for his work 
and love of life was evident 
from the first day he walked 
through that door right up to a 
couple of weeks ago. 

“He will be sadly missed by us 
all and we send our deepest con¬ 
dolences to his wife Cynthia and 
the rest of the family.” 

The removal van driver had 
38 years of experience in the 
removal industry, having pre¬ 
viously worked for Weekes 
Removals before moving on 
to Beastalls Removals which 
was in turn taken over by 
Bishop’s Move in 1987. The

KCC given extension by minister to 
prove A21 dualling is viable option

KENT Highways has been given until the 
autumn to further prove the current £125 mil¬ 
lion cost of the proposed A21 dualling can be 
halved. 

Kent County Council’s leader Paul Carter, 
cabinet member for highways Bryan Sweetland 
and Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
met with the roads minister Mike Penning on 
Tuesday to prove their case that the much-need¬ 
ed scheme can be provided for less. 

If the slashed costing can be proven the 
project’s value for money would improve and it 
would move up the ranking of road-improve¬ 
ment schemes awaiting Government funding. 

After this week’s meeting, Cllr Carter said: 
“The minister listened closely to our proposal for 
carrying out the urgently needed A21 improve¬ 
ments at a much reduced cost as proposed by 
KCC. Our figures demonstrate clearly that this 
can be done. 

“The minister would now like us to work fur¬ 
ther with the Highways Agency and the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport to develop a more detailed 
business case for full assessment in the autumn, 
including the potential for external funding. 

“This assessment exercise will determine the 
prioritisation of schemes not yet under way and

when statutory processes should begin.” 

Construction on the improvements between 
Tonbridge and Pembury had been due to start 
this year, but the scheme was postponed until at 


least 2015 by last year’s spending review. It was 
among 14 put on hold by the Government. 

The Highways Agency’s proposals for the 
dualling cost £12 5m, but KCC calculated it 
could provide the scheme for half that amount. 

Cllr Carter, Cllr Sweetland and Mr Clark first 
met with Mr Penning in March. He gave them 
an initial six weeks to prove their case. 

Mr Clark, the decentralisation minister, said: 
“Local people and businesses have waited far too 
long for these road improvements. KCC has pre¬ 
sented a very creative way forward by cutting 
costs and having much greater local control. 

“At a time of considerable strain on public 
finances, we must now work together to present 
the very best technical and financial case to 
ministers in the autumn.” 

Mr Clark is keen that the public inquiry into 
dualling is re-started so that work is ready to be¬ 
gin as soon as funds are available. 

Cllr Sweetland added: “KCC has shown that 
local authorities can design and construct roads 
in a more cost effective way than the traditional 
methods and we thank the Highways Agency 
for their openness and assistance in the forma¬ 
tion of our proposal. 

“We still need to agree how and when funding 
will be available and we are planning further 
meetings with the Department for Transport in 
the autumn.”

Callous theives stole £28,545 
from hospitals over five years 


A TOILET seat and cash 
from a charity box are among 
items totalling thousands of 
pounds that have been stolen 
from west Kent hospitals. 

New figures show that 
callous thieves took a range 
of equipment worth £28,545 
from Kent & Sussex and 
Pembury hospitals between 
2004 and 2009, although the 
price of many of the 17 items 
was not recorded. 

A spokesman for Maidstone 
and Tunbridge WeLLs NHS 
Trust said: "Being a victim of 
theft is bad enough for anyone, 
but stealing from the NHS 
affects countless people who 


rely on our services. 

"While thefts have fallen 
markedly in recent years, the 
irony is thieves are stealing 
from a service that their Loved 
ones might one day need." 

Among the items stolen 
from the Kent & Sussex were 
three Laptops, seven PCs, a 
security camera, a raised toilet 
seat, plasma TV, cash from a 
charity box and an anorectal 
manometry diagnostic device. 

Cash from a charity box was 
also taken at Pembury along 
with a flat screen monitor, 
laptop, wooden cladding from 
buildings, copper cables, a PC 
terminal and a keyboard.

FROM the outside all appears completely normal, 
as guests arrive for a dinner party at a pleasant 
looking townhouse situated in a quiet cul-de-sac 
in a village close to Tunbridge Wells. 

No-one would suspect what is going on inside. 

I ring the doorbell with uncertainty, checking 
the crumpled piece of paper to reassure myself 
I am at the right place. The door opens and I’m 
greeted by a stranger who invites me to enter 
Kent’s first underground restaurant. 

Inside it’s a cross between a dinner party and 
a restaurant. You’re eating in someone’s home 
and paying for it. However, the restaurants, also 
known as supper clubs, are unlicenced and tech¬ 
nically illegal.

Discussing the illegal aspect of his work he 
said: “It’s a bit of fun and a bit different. I like that 
sort of on-the-edge idea.” 

For a minimum donation of £30 guests get a 
four-course meal at Hari’s. 

“In terms of making money out of it, no it 
doesn’t make vast amounts. It’s pin money ad¬ 
mittedly, but it’s a bit of a laugh and you’re wel¬ 
coming complete strangers into your home.” 

He said people are often nervous before turn¬ 
ing up, going as far as driving past the day before 
to see the place, but everyone ends up enjoying it 


and some have been inspired to start their own. 

One visitor, Peter, brought his wife to Hari’s 
for a 40th birthday surprise. 

He said: “I didn’t really get what the supper club 
was about until that evening. We had a superb 
meal and about half-way through the meal my 
wife suggested we could do something similar.” 

Peter now runs his own underground restau¬ 
rant called The Hole Hog in Surrey. 

Hari added: “I’m sure there are budding res¬ 
taurateurs out there that would love to have 
their own establishment but can’t afford to do it. 
This is an easy way of doing it. ”

Appetite returns for farmers’ 
market after five years away

A CHILLI producer is turning up the 
heat by bringing a farmers’ market back 
to Tonbridge, for the first time in five 
years. 

While neighbour Tunbridge Wells con¬ 
tinues to draw crowds to markets in both 
the Pantiles and outside the Town Hall, 
Tonbridge has been forced to look on.

More than 50 stalls are set to show¬ 
case produce at the market, which will 
be held in the Sovereign Way long-stay 
car park between Waitrose and 
Sainsbury’s. They will run the second 


Sunday of every month. 

“It is going to be a wide variety with 
something for everyone,” Mr Wood said. 

“There will be plenty of local meat, 
veggie stuff and even some vegan prod¬ 
ucts. Local fresh fruits, which are in 
season at the moment, and vegetables.” 

Weather permitting, a demonstration 
kitchen will be set up and manned by 
local chefs and producers. 

Customers will be able to find out how 
to use the produce on sale and pick up 
cooking tips. The first market will see 
Neil Scott from the Globe and Rainbow 
in Kilndown give some cooking tips. 

Asked how he will compete with the 
established markets nearby including 
Tunbridge Wells, Mr Wood said: “It’s 
going to be a little bit different; there will 
be the demonstration kitchen where 
people can learn about produce and a 
market cafe where people can sit and 
eat. It is not just going to be a standard 
farmers’ market.”

Couple’s moving story 
of life with lung cancer

FOR nearly half a century, husband and wife 
Sheila and Tom Ford have been together, But 
in recent years they have faced a battle unlike 
any other, after the shadow of cancer was cast 
over them. 

Mrs Ford, 69, has lung cancer. Now her hus¬ 
band, 76, finds himself caring for her - a job 
made easier only by the support and concern of 
Pembury’s Hospice in the Weald. 

Mr Ford describes his wife as “brave and 
optimistic” and gives a moving account of their 
life. 

The pair, from Tonbridge, enjoy their time to¬ 
gether; going out for meals and sharing a love of 
football. But Mr Ford admits his wife’s diagnosis 
has had an impact on thier lives. 

“In some ways everything thing is different,” 
he reflects. “With her gradual deterioration there 
have been a series of hospitals trips for scans and 
blood tests and I take Sheila to all the places she 
needs to be. 

“We lived in the same house together for 25 
years until the doctor suggested that we move to 
a bungalow because Sheila would struggle with 
the stairs. 

“It took a while to make it home, but a friend 
has helped me sort the place out and I have fin¬ 
ished the garden so we can sit out together. 


“Then in lots of ways things haven’t changed. 
We still go out for meals together and watch the 
football. Sheila loves football too, we support 
Charlton Athletic and used to go to their match¬ 
es, now it’s too far so we go to watch Tonbridge 
Angels.” 

Mr Ford said that since they were referred to 
the Pembury-based hospice it has helped take 
some of the pressure off his role as a carer. 

“When we were first referred to the hospice 
I thought it was somewhere you went in and 
never came out, but now I know differently,” he 
says. 

“Everyone is so kind and approachable and 
they always have time for you. 

“My wife’s the one in trouble but they let me 
be involved, like going on day therapy outings 
with her. 

“We have been to so many places, recently 
we went lambing and to Marie Place and I 
still have the photos from all out outings with 
the hospice. 

“They have taken a lot of pressure off me. I had 
a bit of a bad back and the complementary thera¬ 
pist, Ruth, helped me with it. I didn’t know they 
could help me, I’m not the patient, but everyone 
has been fantastic. 

“Dawn from the counselling support service 
and Barbara from the ward organise a carers 
drop-in meeting at 1pm every day. 

“They put in so much effort and it is a great

us going to court. They also 
sorted out the mortgage and 
made sure I had a new will.”

help. I go every week whilst I am waiting for 
Sheila when she is in day therapy. ” 

He added: “Sheila is so brave and optimistic. I 
sat and tried to analyse the experience and what 
she is going through. 

“She has not put a foot wrong in the 50 years 
I have known her, she’s a complete giver. I 
can’t put myself in her place, but her courage 
comes through.” 

Mrs Ford, 69, said: “I would be completely lost 
if I didn’t have Tom’s help and support. There are 
some things I just can’t do, like vacuum clean¬ 
ing, and Tom does them now. 

“Coming to the day therapy centre at Hospice 
in the Weald is great. Tom gets to relax with 
the paper and a cup of tea and I can get my hair 
done, have Reiki and talk to other people going 
through something similar. 

“At the moment we are making jewellery and 
last year I made bookmarks to give to my friends. 
I have always been a bit creative, but am even 
more so now.” 

Starting on Monday is National Carers’ Week, 
which raises awareness and pays tribute to the 
vital role people who look after friends, relatives 
and loved ones play. 

The 2001 Census found that one in eight 
adults in the UK is a carer and 73 7,751 of those 
are in the south east. In our ageing society and 
with the NHS under huge financial pressure 
their number will continue to increase and their 
role will be ever more important. 

Hospice in the Weald said it provided physical, 
social, emotional and spritual care to carers and 
families of patients with life-limiting illnesses. 

Paula Wilkins, nursing director at the pallia¬ 
tive care centre, said: “Being a carer is a 24-hour 
job, 365 days a year, and is all encompassing. 

“We have always strived to support carers and 
with the shift in emphasis of more people want¬ 
ing to remain at home, one of our big develop¬ 
ments this year is to introduce a role specifically 
aimed at supporting our patient’s carers.”

Interest-free loans to 
empty property owners

EU bailout a burden too far 


Ukip Leader Nigel Farage says we should use public money for services 
at home - not abroad on EU funding for the likes of Portugal and Greece 


ACCORDING to county council 
figures, the Government’s aus¬ 
terity drive is forcing Kent to 
find £340 million savings from 
its £2.4 billion budget. 

This amounts to at least 
1,500 jobs lost out of 12,000 
council employees and almost 
10,000 public sector workers, 
all told. 

A report produced by the 
council in January shows the 
knock-on effect of the cuts be¬ 
yond the 1,500 directly em¬ 
ployed will be 37,910 across 
the county. 

Meanwhile the Government 
has so far committed £12.5bn, 
or £604 per man, woman and 
child, to the European Union 
bailouts. 

The Labour government left 
a legacy of financial failure. 

This Government talks about 
cuts but in fact is increasing 
public spending. 

The taxes raised do not cov¬ 
er the spending already com¬ 
mitted. 


Any household, any busi¬ 
ness, any department, in the 
situation we are in now would 
recognise that we cannot go on 
like this. 

According to the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Rich List, a study by 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, there 
are 31 Kent County Council 
staff on six-figure salaries, one 
of the highest number for any 
council in England. 

There is fat to be cut in Kent. 
Taxpayers have been paying 
far too much for far too long. 

But when we see what is be¬ 
ing cut, it isn’t the big salary 
positions. 

In recent months we have 
learnt that school libraries are 
for the chop - a brilliant idea 
when educational standards 
are decreasing. 

Low-paid nurses in Kent 
are being forced to pay for 
parking at work; subsidised 
bus services for some of the 
more isolated villages could 
be axed, threatening isolation 


for our pensioners. 

Youth clubs are being hit, 
and the local Kent Police Fed¬ 
eration is considering action 
over proposed cuts of over 
500 officers. 

And these are just some of 
the issues that I have received 
in my mailbox. 

Of course, there is a mas¬ 
sive elephant in the room 
when we talk about the Gov¬ 
ernment’s partial austerity 
measures; an elephant that 
has an insatiable appetite - 
the EU bailouts. 

The bailout is there to fund 
the failures of EU policy: to pay 
for their financial failures. 

Don’t get me wrong; I am ap¬ 
palled by the legacy of waste at 
home, but the £12.5bn that 
has been committed by this 
country to spend on Portugal, 
Ireland and Greece, makes it 
impossible to balance the 
books.

Three ways of looking 
at a taxing problem 


Q 


t IN 1984, my wife and I gave 
I my parents-in-law the money 
[to buy their council house. 

An agreement was written out that in 
the event of their deaths, the property 
would come to us, but we did not 
receive any rent. My mother-in-law 
passed away in 2000, and my father- 
in-law in 2003, so the property was 
then owned by my wife and myself. We 
rented it out, but are now considering 
selling. The tax office has said we will 
have to pay capital gains tax from the 
time the property was purchased, but 
a solicitor has told us tax is due only 
on any gain since the property came 
under our names, after my father-in- 
law died. 

A THERE are at least three ways of 
looking at this. The taxman is 
clearly taking the view that 
your parents-in-law were never the real 
owners of the property - they were just 
fronting for you and your wife. If so, he 
believes, tax is due on the rise in the 
value of the house since it was bought. 
On the other hand, the solicitor has 
presumably seen the 1984 agreement 
and decided that if it really did say that 
the property would pass to you only 
at some point in the future, then from 
1984 to 2003 it did belong to your 
parents-in-law. In this case any rise in 
value is covered by their exemption 
from gains tax as owner-occupiers. I 
have not seen the agreement, but I tend 
to agree with your solicitor. After all, 
what would have happened if you and 
your wife had died first? And could your 
parents-in-law have sold the house 
without your consent or would the 
wording of the agreement have allowed 
you to stop them? The answers to these 
two questions are important. They 
would show whether or not you had 
real, legal rights over the property - and 
if you did, then the taxman would have 
a stronger case. Now for the third 
option, which involves going back to 
the law as it was in 1984. Then, if 
someone provided a rent-free home for 
a dependent relative, the property 
escaped gains tax. The relative did not 
have to be financially dependent, just 
infirm, over 65 or even over 55 and 
unable to work. This exemption was 
scrapped in 1988, except for anyone 
already entitled to it. The chances are 
that the taxman does not even know 
about a law that was abolished 2 3 
years ago. So go back to your solicitor 
and get him to claim this exemption on 
your behalf. 

Q I HAVE some gold, including a 
lOOg ingot (about three-and-a- 
half ounces), but I have been 
given different quotes by dealers if I sell 
to them. What I really want is to know 
how much the person who would then 
buy the gold from the dealer would 
pay. Any ideas? 

A AS I write gold is trading on the 
international bullion markets at 
about $1,545 per ounce, but 
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dealers can offer you whatever they 
wish, and they can sell your gold on at 
whatever price the buyer is willing to 
pay. There is no official price that 
everyone must use. The only way 
you can sidestep the dealers is to 
advertise the gold yourself and find 
your own buyer, or perhaps auction it 
on eBay. However, the gold market is 
pretty competitive. I suspect you will 
still find that professional dealers offer 
more than ordinary buyers, as long as 
you avoid the sharks who sometimes 
advertise for ‘unwanted’ gold and pay 
far less than the real value. 

I ON MARCH 5,1 was unfortu¬ 
nate enough to skid on some 
; diesel and the car turned upside 
down. The insurance company offered 
£7,100 and I accepted, but now my 
letters and emails are ignored. 
Telephone calls are always met with 
‘the cheque is in the post’, but of course 
it isn’t. How can I be sure I am still 
insured, and how do I stand if I 
reinsure with another firm? 

A YOU gave me the name of the 
company, but as there are 
several with very similar 
names I am not going to print it for fear 
of criticising the wrong one. So call 
the Financial Services Authority 
(0845 606 1234) and check that 
the insurer is still licensed. If so, and 
you still have an insurance certificate, 
you are still covered and have no need 
to pay for protection all over again 
with a different firm. Enlist the help of 
the Financial Ombudsman (0800 023 
4567) to get your £7,100. Supply a 
copy of the offer from the company 
and explain that you accepted, but 
heard nothing more. The ombudsman 
will then order the company to pay, 
and you may even get a bit extra for 
the delay and inconvenience. 

i I SHALL reach 65 shortly. In the 
1960s I worked for a company 
Jthat later ceased trading. I paid 
• iTs pension scheme for about three 
years. Is there any way of claiming on 
this? 

A The Government’s Pension 
Tracing Service (0845 6002 
537) has files on lots of old 
businesses and can help you track 
down any pension still owed to you.

It’s time to perk 
up your pension 



DON’T LEAVE IT TOO LATTE: The price of a cup of coffee a day is all that stands 
between many people and a better financial future when the time comes to retire

THE cost of a cup of coffee a day is 
all that stands between many work¬ 
ers’ savings habits and a comfortable 
retirement. 

The financial difficulties facing the 
retirees of the future have been laid 
bare in a report finding that half of peo¬ 
ple aged more than 30 are making 
insufficient provision for their futures. 

The annual UK Pensions Report, 
produced by Scottish Widows, also 
found that a fifth of people are failing 
to make any financial plans for their 
retirement at all. 

But an average extra contribution 
of just £58 a month could make 
all the difference for people who are 
currently on course to fall short with 
their pension saving. 

The report, based partly on 
the Scottish Widows Pensions 
Index, found that only 5 lpc of people 
were making sufficient retirement 
provisions. 

When those with final-salary 
schemes - of which almost all are 
now closed to new members - are 
excluded from the figures, the 
number of people making adequate 
financial plans falls to about 2 5pc. 

These findings came despite the 
fact that nearly three in four people 
say they are aware of the need to 
take personal responsibility for their 
own futures. 

The report is also partly based 
on the Scottish Widows Average 
Savings Ratio which tracks the per¬ 
centage of income being saved for 
retirement by workers not expecting 
to get their main retirement income 
from final salary pensions. 

The company reckons people 
should be saving about 12pc of their 
salaries, but the average person is 
putting aside only 9pc. 

“This year’s report clearly illus¬ 
trates the stark difficulty we face 
in helping people to recognise the ur¬ 
gent need to take personal responsi¬ 


bility for their futures,” said Ian Nai- 
smith, head of pensions market 
development for Scottish Widows. 

“We need a step-change to over¬ 
come this ingrained inertia and help 
people prepare for their retirement. ” 

According to the report, people 
hope to be receiving an average 
income of £24,300 by the time they 
turn 70. 

But even though the survey’s 
respondents claim to be able to save 
an additional £9 7 a month, they are 
failing to do so, meaning many peo¬ 
ple will fall short of their desired 
annual income during retirement. 

“Put simply, people need to save 


an extra £58 a month on average to 
prepare adequately for retirement 
and make up the shortfall we are 
seeing currently. 

“That is roughly the cost of a cup of 
coffee every day,” said Mr Naismith. 

“Even though, for many, this is 
realistic - and is in under the average 
£97.10 a month people say they can 
afford - we appreciate the difficulty 
in setting aside extra money. 

“It’s about breaking through that 
inertia. For some, the amount that 
needs to be saved will be higher but 
it’s about taking small steps, getting 
on to the savings ladder and, more 
importantly, staying on it. ” 


Two thirds of income is eaten up by debt 


ONE OF the country's leading debt 
charities has Lifted the Lid on the 
struggles of its clients, revealing that 
nearly two thirds of a typical client's 
income is taken for debt repayments. 

Based on a 37.5-hour week, 
working from 9am to 5pm, the 
Consumer Credit Counselling Service 
(CCCS) said the average person who 
approaches it for help needs to work 
until 4pm on Wednesday in order to 


earn enough to repay their unsecured 
debts. 

It is only then that they can start 
earning money for basic Living costs, 
including their mortgage. 

The CCCS said the average person 
who contacted the charity last year 
owed nearly £22,500 on credit cards, 
personal loans, overdrafts and other 
types of unsecured debt, with typical 
monthly repayment bills of £675. 


That represents 58pc of the average 
client's take-home earnings of £1,173 
a month. 

Delray Corinaldi, external affairs 
director at the CCCS said: "Our advice 
to anyone struggling to cope with 
their repayments is to seek free 
advice as early as possible." 

The organisation was contacted by 
418,000 people in 2010. 
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LUXURY ice-cream producer 
Sally Newall is Looking to take 
her Simply brand to the next 
stage by selling her desserts 
nationwide.

Slowdown in jobs market 
could impact on economy

THE UK labour market is at risk of coming to a 
standstill, a new report has suggested. 

The Recruitment And Employment Confeder¬ 
ation (REC) and KPMG Report On Jobs found 
permanent and temporary staff appointments 
both rose at the weakest rate in seven months. 

It is feared that the May data - provided by 
recruitment consultancies - is indicative of a 
stalling market, with employers unable or 
unwilling to invest in growth. 

REC chief executive Kevin Green said: “The 
latest data show a worrying deceleration in the 
UK jobs market. Although the number of place¬ 
ments has continued to increase, the rate of ex¬ 
pansion has hit a seven-month low. 

“Private-sector job creation has not hit the 
buffers, but it is clearly slowing, which heightens 
concerns over whether public-sector job losses 
can be absorbed. 

“There have been signs of increasing employer 
confidence in some sectors, but economic growth 
remains too fragile to spark the real step-change 
that our jobs market needs. 

“With consumer confidence at a low ebb, 
many individuals who would normally be look¬ 
ing to change jobs are staying put. 

“The feedback from recruitment professionals 
confirms a real paradox in the current jobs mar¬ 
ket, namely the ongoing challenge of finding 
suitable candidates in a number of sectors.

“With the Government’s much-discussed 
Work Programme formally getting under way 
this month, the question now is whether it will 
be able to deliver the training and guidance 
necessary to address the current disconnect be¬ 
tween employer needs and available candidates. 

“Looking ahead, the mismatch between va¬ 
cancies and skills available could hinder future 
growth.” 


KPMG partner and head of business services 
Bernard Brown said: “The latest figures are wor¬ 
rying - because they reveal a marked slow-down 
of the UK jobs market. We’ll need to see whether 
this is a trend or a blip. 

“Employers across all sectors are becoming 
more cautious about hiring new staff. 

“With businesses and consumers now being 
hit by higher taxes and fuel costs, public¬ 
spending cuts and a continuing squeeze on real 
incomes, this is perhaps no surprise. 

“The hope now is that growth in the UK will 
pick up later this year, led by a private-sector re¬ 
covery absorbing job losses in the public sector.” 

Peter Newey, managing director of the Farrer 
Barnes recruitment consultancy in Canterbury, 
said the Kent picture was rosier than the nation¬ 
al outlook. 

“Although I accept these conclusions as a re¬ 
flection of the overall market, countrywide we 
speak to a lot of influential decision-makers 
throughout the region and the message we are 
hearing time and again is generally a little more 
optimistic,” he said. 

“As a business we appear to be close to the 
start of the economic cycle and my instinct is 
that things are improving - albeit at a slow and 
steady rate. Having said that, I do believe that 
the economy is at a crucial stage - a point backed 
up by the current split within the monetary poli¬ 
cy committee - but given the last couple of years 
I believe that the recruitment industry will look 
back on 2011 with a degree of contentment.”

Stressed workers 
eye benefits perks 

MORE than half of all South East 
employees are more stressed than they 
were a year ago, a new study suggests. 

The research, by Sovereign 
Health Care, found that 53 per cent 
of respondents were feeling extra 
pressure, while a third said they had 
become ill from work-related stress. 

The recession was blamed for 
the increase - having led to greater 
workloads and increased pressure. 

Sovereign's chief executive Russ 
Piper said: “It appears that while 
pay has remained frozen, employee 
workloads have increased. This 
unrewarded extra work can Lead to low 
morale and employee discontent. 

"It would be prudent for businesses 
to recognise this and consider cost- 
effective ways to counter this and add 
value to their own workplace. One way 
of achieving this is through health- 
related employee benefits." 

Almost half of those questioned said 
they would change employer in return 
for a better benefits package - even if 
their salary remained the same.

AS far as clear career progressions go, 
the move from London design agency 
boss to one-man home-made pickle- 
producer is among the most obscure. 

But Toby Hotchkiss’s bold move, 
which has taken him from London to 
the Kent coast, seems to be paying off. 

The 43-year-old’s firm - Whitstable 
Pickle Company - has made its first 
sales, begun taking orders online and 
expanded its range. 

Hotchkiss said the career change 
came about as a result of his penchant 
for giving his home-made pickles and 
chutneys as Christmas presents. 

“I fell out of love with being a designer 
and decided it was time for a change, so 
I closed down my agency and starting 
thinking about alternatives,” he said. 

“I had never really thought about 
pickling as a business, but so many peo¬ 
ple were complimentary about what I 
made that I decided to give it a try.” 

Having settled on the Whitstable 
Pickle Company name, he designed his 
own label and started work on his first 
product, a fig-and-plum chutney. 

It was not long before his first order 
was secured. 

Hotchkiss said: “I was determined 
to use only fresh, high-quality prod¬ 
ucts and to source them locally where 
possible. I buy the majority of my fruit 
and vegetables from Mark at Granny 
Smiths, in Whitstable. 


“It was a great feeling when I made 
my first sale - 30 jars of the fig-and- 
plum chutney to the Cheese Box in 
Harbour Street. ” 

The pickier keeps his costs down 
by making all his produce at home in 
Victoria Street, but with the initial costs 
of stocks of vinegar, produce, jars and 
labels he needed the support of a bank 
to get the business established. 

He spoke to Barclays, which provided 
a business account and to his surprise 
also agreed a business loan. 

“Jayne Cooke at Barclays in Canter¬ 
bury was very helpful indeed,” he said. 

“She guided me through the proc¬ 


ess and, considering all the publicity 
around banks not lending, I was sur¬ 
prised to find they were willing to show 
confidence in me and my business.” 

The Barclays Business manager 
added: “Toby had an excellent business 
plan and although he has no direct ex¬ 
perience in the industry he has a niche 
product and a ready market and has 
personally backed the business by in¬ 
vesting his own money. 

“It has been a pleasure working with 
him and I am certainly a fan of his pick¬ 
les. We are very much open for business 
and looking to support entrepreneurs.”

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Ice cream making a cool profit 


The BIG Interview 

Business editor Simon 
Robinson talks to intrepid 
entrepreneur and mum- 
of-four Sally Newall, 
who is aiming to take her 
Simply Ice Cream brand to 
a national audience after success which has 
seen the company double its turnover year on 
year since it started in her kitchen in 2005

S IMPLY Ice Cream 
is, on the one 
hand, the very 
epitome of the cot¬ 
tage industry. For 
a start, it is literally 
a ‘cottage’ item - produced in 
one half of a large family home 
in the heart of rural Kent - and 
competes with the cold-hearted, 
dull steel machinery, industrial 
warehouse industry leaders by 
utilising its luxury, homemade, 
local-produce angle. 

But on the other hand, lab¬ 
elling the Bonnington firm in 
such a way does owner Sally 
Newall and her small team a 
disservice; for this is no small- 
scale, side-project operation. 

The company has doubled 
turnover every year since 2006 
and is now stocked in 240 out¬ 
lets across the region and a fur¬ 
ther 40 Waitrose branches. 

Mrs Newall also has plans 
to take the brand to a national 
audience as well as team up 
with online retailer Ocado. 

At her home-cum-ice-cream 
factory near Ashford, the 
mother-of-four explained how 
Simply came about and her 
attitude to growing it. 

She said: “I trained as a chef 
and moved to Australia to 
work for five years. My mother 
set up a catering business in 
1984 and when I came back 
her partner wanted to retire, so 
I took over. 

“Our clients began to ask 
where they could buy our ice 
cream and so we slowly started 
to formulate a business model 
and a route to market.” 

The first batch of Simply Ice 
Cream went on sale at Potten 
farm shop, Sellindge, in Octo¬ 
ber 2005. After this six-month 
trial period proved successful, 
the company moved into a 
further five farm shops the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Simply picked up a Qual¬ 


ity Food Award in 2007 and 
gained huge exposure when 
TV chef James Martin featured 
its product on the morning 
cookery show Saturday Kitch¬ 
en, declaring it to be ‘the best- 
bought ice cream available’. 

Mrs Newall said: “We were 
still making the ice cream in 
my kitchen, producing between 
the hours of 9pm and lam after 
we’d put the kids to bed. 

“But at that point, interest 
in us began to stretch further, 
across the South East, up to 
London and beyond, and so we 
thought ‘Let’s go for it’. 

“In 2009 we went into an¬ 
other 70 outlets in the region 
as well as Waitrose - 15 outlets 
to begin with and an additional 
25 by Christmas that year.” 

The producer’s dual role 
as entrepreneur and mother 
seems to have moulded her 
business temperament. 

While she is clearly proud of 
her range of products and keen 
to take it to the next stage, 
maintaining the right family 
balance is of equal concern. 

“The fact I’ve got four 
children is one of the most 
important things to me - 
I’ve got to make sure they are 
happy first and foremost, so 


working from home enables 
me to be here for them, but 
I also need to be aware that 
I don’t jeopardise our home 
and future in any way. For 
that reason we’ve ensured the 
business is self-sustainable. 

“We started up quite slowly 
with the mantra ‘If we can’t 
afford to do it we don’t do it’, 
which has probably inhibited 
how fast we’ve grown, but I’d 
rather have consolidated and 
fulfilled orders before moving 
on to the next level. 

“To date it’s worked. We 
have not had any moments 
where we’ve thought ‘We can’t 
do this’. And because we’ve 
got a strong business without 
any loans we have not got any 
real risks.” 

Growth has been consistent. 
The business, with its kitchen 
moonlighting beginnings, has 
been transferred into a con¬ 
verted ice-cream factory in the 
family home. 

This investment was made 
after Mrs Newall’s painstaking 
trial and feedback procedure 
had given her confidence that 
she could compete with the 
big boys. 

“When we began to concen¬ 
trate on the business in 2008 
there were 1,200 ice-cream 
manufacturers in England 
alone, not counting those in 
Scotland and Wales. 

“The market is fiercely com¬ 
petitive, so when we decided to 
launch our ice cream proper 
we knew we had to keep it 
luxurious, as it had been at our 
catering parties. If we had di¬ 
luted our ingredients we would 
have been just like everyone 
else and gone against our 
original ethos of making hand¬ 
made ice cream from natural 
ingredients. 

“I think it was really impor¬ 
tant for us to keep with that 
idea. It would be very easy 
for us now to start making ice 
cream with emulsifiers, glu¬ 
cose, fructose or guar gum to 
make it more scoopable and 
easier to manage, but if we did 
that we would just be like eve¬ 
ryone else. We’ve stuck with 
what we started with. ” 


This cautious approach 
to the market has seemingly 
paid off for Simply, with brand 
awareness on the up and per¬ 
ceived brand value remaining 
high. 

Mrs Newall said: “We have 
built up a high level of consum¬ 
er loyalty. A lot of our custom¬ 
ers say once they had tried our 
ice cream nothing else matches 
it, which is lovely to hear. 

“When you start a business, 
and especially if you’re mak¬ 
ing something, it’s all well and 
good for friends and family to 
say it’s a great product, but it’s 
crucial to get feedback from 
people you don’t know. 

“The trial period was so im¬ 
portant because had we gone 
into a farm shop and it hadn’t 
worked we would not have 
pursued it - even if we felt the 
product was good. 

“If the consumers hadn’t 
bought it, there would have 
been no point in carrying on 
with it. It was only because the 
consumers’ feedback was good 
that we were spurred on.” 

Having tasted huge success 
with her ice-cream business, 
and apparently on the verge 


of even more, Mrs Newall’s 
only tinge of regret is that the 
company was not the family- 
bonder she had hoped it would 
be. 

“The catering business was 
taking up all of our weekends, 
what with weddings and func¬ 
tions of that nature,” she said. 

“As our children got a bit old¬ 
er they were saying ‘We never 
see you on weekends’ and so 


I thought if I sell ice cream 
during the week we can stop 
the catering business and get 
our weekends back. 

“Of course, this was incred¬ 
ibly naive, as we’re still do¬ 
ing the catering side and now 
we’re attending weekend food- 
trade shows across the region 
as well. 

“I’m probably working hard¬ 
er now than I’ve ever worked.”

Mixed opinions as 
inflation still rises 



THE pressure on the Bank of 
England is seemingly linked 
with inflation - high and rising. 

With inflation hitting 4.5 per 
cent last month - more than 
double the Government’s 2 per 
cent target - there has been 
an increasing amount of calls 
from the City and wider busi¬ 
ness community to bring it into 
line by raising interest rates. 

This strategy has gained ex¬ 
tra backing as the months have 
gone by, during which time 
inflation has rocketed. 

Members of the Bank’s nine- 
man Monetary Policy Commit¬ 
tee are also in favour of such a 
move but have so far been out¬ 
voted by their peers. 

So should the Bank hold firm 
with its record low interest 
rates, assuming that inflation 
will head towards the 2 per 
cent target in due course? Or 
is action needed now? Business 
Week asked Kent firms for their 
views... 

■ Priory Business Group direc¬ 
tor Bob Pitman said: “It only 
seems a short time ago that our 
substantial cash deposits were 
producing a healthy income in 
their own right. 

“Sadly, they are now earn¬ 
ing so little interest that any 
opportunity that presents itself 
to gain commercial advantage 
from them is taken. This is, of 
course, exactly what the coun¬ 
try needs - cash put into the 
economy, not stashed away. 

“Much of the prevailing 
inflationary pressures are be¬ 
yond our direct control. Energy 


prices will continue to rise ir¬ 
respective of local duties. I be¬ 
lieve the current tack needs to 
be maintained at least until the 
end of the year.” 

■ Bizezia managing director 
Martin Pollins said: “The base 
rate has been 0.5 per cent since 
March 2009. 

“The gap between base rate 
[0.5 per cent] and actual interest 
charged [average more than 12 
per cent] is now more than 11.5 
per cent or 23 times base rate. 

“If you go back to August 
2007 - the recognised start of 
the credit crunch - base rate 
was 5.75 per cent, but actual 
rates being charged were 8.6 
per cent - a gap of only 2.85 
per cent or about half of base 
rate. Today lenders want a 
profit margin of 11.5 per cent, 
whereas before the credit 
crunch they managed comfort¬ 
ably on 2.85 per cent. 

“How banks can use base 
rate as a weapon to pay so 


little on deposits while taking 
advantage of borrowers is be¬ 
yond comprehension.” 

■ Castle Corporate Finance 
director Mike Norrie said: “In¬ 
flation is fed by higher com¬ 
modity prices - imports, not 
consumer demand. Increased 
interest rates should boost ster¬ 
ling and make imports cheaper 
- lower inflation. 

“The cost of an interest rate 
rise is relative. Banks have 
been increasing their margins 
on loans. A commercial debt 
fixed at 5.5 per cent above base 
will actually give an 8 per cent 
increase where base rate is in¬ 
creased to 1 per cent. 

“For many UK businesses, 
reductions in costs and infla¬ 
tion would make the increase 
in debt costs worthwhile. 

“Businesses and consumers 
have spent three years reduc¬ 
ing debt - the focus now is on 
building economic stability. So, 
reluctantly, a small increase.” 


Invest in a more successful future 


A SERIES of leadership and management 
training courses is being offered to business 
bosses across the county.

John Telfer, managing 
director of IBP, right, which 
is running the events, said:

"Unfortunately, people tend to cut training 
budgets in this kind of economic climate, but it is 
important to invest in your staff to ensure future 
success," he said.

ONLINE expert myTsafe is urging 
companies to take email security 
seriously. 

The Faversham firm wants busi¬ 
nesses to guard their online actions 
as tightly as they would their bank 
account or passport details. 

The message comes after a rise in 
cyber-crime, with crimes relating 
to email and web-based security 
now estimated to cost UK business 
more than £2 7 million per year. 

And with more and more busi¬ 
nesses choosing to send sensitive 
information via email, myTsafe set 
to work on finding a cost-effective 
way to make it secure. 

The firm’s myTsafe system, de¬ 
veloped over a five-year period, 
provides users with secure online 
storage for their documents and a 
range of additional safety features. 

Managing director Gulliver Im- 
mink said there was a real need for 
the product, which operates out 
of The Bunker, a military-grade 
nuclear bunker and secure data- 
site near Sandwich. 

“Mobile phones, laptops and 
memory sticks carry huge amounts 
of information - email is every¬ 
where,” he said. 

“But people lose things, inform¬ 
ation goes walkabout, email is not 


secure at all, and the consequenc¬ 
es of information getting into the 
wrong hands can be dire. 

“We more and more frequently 
read of Government departments, 
the police, MOD and many others 
losing vital information because 
disks, laptops or memory sticks are 
‘lost in the post’ or just go missing. 


“We don’t hear very often about 
the ordinary person, though, or 
even smaller businesses who have 
exactly the same problems, but they 
are being increasingly affected on a 
daily basis and it is costing thou¬ 
sands in lost revenues and costs.”

Be friendly and 
make the most 
of the networks 

WITH an estimated 865 million users on social 
media sites, it’s more impor¬ 
tant than ever for businesses 
to work with these free tools 
to engage such a large po¬ 
tential audience. 

Laura Jones, of MCM Net 
(www.mcmnet.co.uk), has 
some simple tips that can 
help you grow your social 
presence, increase brand 
awareness and get your 
company talked about. 

1. It’s a two-way conversation 

Avoid pitfalls such as sending out self-promoting 
messages and instead provide content to engage 
your audience. Ask questions, retweet on Twit¬ 
ter and comment on topics in your industry. 
Opt for communication with your target mar¬ 
ket rather than hard-selling if you want to keep 
‘followers’ and ‘likes’ on the increase. 

2. Company pages 

Set up a company profile on Facebook and Linked- 
In. There are sections to enter the services you 
offer, to upload images and to get others to rec¬ 
ommend your work. It’s free, easy and often ap¬ 
pears on a Google search. Even if you just put up 
a team photo, it’s worth the effort. 

3. Get interactive 

Major corporations such as Starbucks in¬ 
corporate videos, blog posts and photos. 
Their success is not down to luck. Offer a 
visually exciting space, and users are more 
likely to feedback to you. 

4. Provide value 

If it’s feasible, offer a prize or proposition for 
your audience. Examples include a free web¬ 
site appraisal for the 100th follower or a free 
goodie bag for the first ‘like’ on Facebook. Offer¬ 
ing something different to your competitors will 
get you heard. 

5. Different strokes 

It’s important to remember that each social 
network is different. For example, Linkedln is 
mainly a network for business relationships, 
while Twitter is generally more informal. Try to 
tailor your posts to suit the arena you are placing 
it in - and you’ll probably get a better response. 

6. Stay aware 

Of course, there are hundreds of social networks, 
and the ones mentioned only scratch the sur¬ 
face of the industry. It’s worth looking into a few 
lesser-known networks such as Diggit and Red- 
dit, too, if you’re keen to get mentioned more in 
online searches. 



Are you prepared for a technological disaster? 


IN these hi-tech times it takes 
significantly less than a full-blown 
act of God to bring a business's 
productivity to a complete halt. 

A once-seemingly trivial internet 
connection problem or computer 
system error is now as potentially 
damaging to a company's ability to 
work as a full-blown fire or flood. 

Which is why Sota Solutions is 
urging SMEs across the county to 
consider their business-continuity 
contingency plans. 

The firm has recently opened a 
100-seat back-up office at its Kent 
Science Park base. 

The disaster recovery (DR) facility 

- also known as workplace recovery 

- is available to businesses on 


packages as small as just five seats 
and enables customers to continue 
their working operations should the 
need arise. 

Sota Solutions managing director 
Paul Cowham said this service was 
not available to SMEs anywhere else 
across Kent. 

"It's completely unique," he said. 
"There is very limited commercial 
workplace recovery in the region full 
stop. So the fact we're opening that 
up to the lower end of the market 
-that's unique. 

"SMEs have not been offered 
workplace recovery in the past at all, 
whereas the high end of the market is 
well established. 

"Small businesses have been 


focusing on getting their IT 
operational and have not necessarily 
thought about how reliant they have 
become on it and what they would do 
if for some reason they no longer had 
access to their computers and data. 

"It's an educational process for us 
now to make businesses aware of the 
risks they are taking and what they 
can do to avoid those risks." 

The DR facility is housed in the 
same building as Sota's third on-site 
data centre, fitted out last year at a 
cost of £1.5 million. 

Businesses can store their back-up 
information in the hi-spec facility, 
an offer that Mr Cowham says goes 
hand-in-hand with DR services. 

"It's a naturally-connected 


concept," he said. “If a client is looking 
to locate its back-up infrastructure 
in data centre, they are going to 
be interested in the concept of 
workplace recovery as well - and vice 
versa. 

“Being in the same location, there 
are obvious benefits, particularly with 
reference to connectivity. 

"You could have an office anywhere 
in the countryside as your standby 
office, but if the connectivity is not 
right there's no point moving there." 

Sota Solutions began trading as 
an accountancy software company, 
before customer demand for 
associated hardware saw it move into 
the engineering side of the IT industry. 

The firm grew through the 1990s 


before finally offering a complete IT 
service - from data storage through 
to a total IT solution. 

Sota's first data centre, built at 
the behest of a broadband internet 
provider in exchange for building a 
new node at KSP, proved popular 
with technology-minded customers 
looking to protect their information. 

Rack space in the second facility 
was expected to take five years to fill. 
It was full in just two years. The third 
centre, which opened three months 
ago, is already 10 per cent full and 
that figure is expected to rise to a 
quarter by the end of the year. The 
DR side is at 25 per cent of capacity.

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New skills required 
for winds of change

YOUNG engineers are being 
encouraged to consider a ca¬ 
reer in wind turbines to capi¬ 
talise on the growing demand 
for renewable energy sources. 

With the Kent coast already 
home to three major offshore 
wind farms in the form of Lon¬ 
don Array, Kentish Flats and 
Thanet Offshore, there has 
never been a better time to get 
involved in the industry. 

Eager to find the engineers 
of the future, the Danish com¬ 
pany Dong Energy recently 
launched eight wind turbine 
technical apprenticeships at 
the Swale Skills Centre in Sit- 
tingbourne. 

Those put on the scheme will 
benefit from a new wing at the 
centre, which was officially 
opened at the end of last month 
by the minister for further edu¬ 
cation, skills and lifelong learn¬ 
ing, John Hayes. 

Also in attendance were 
Dong vice-president Peter Ged- 
bjerg, Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter, and Sit- 
tingbourne and Sheppey Tory 
MP Gordon Henderson. 

Mr Henderson said: “I am 
delighted that once again my 
constituency is leading the 
way. 

“Wind turbine energy is a 
growing industry. However, 
the skills needed to repair and 
maintain wind turbines are 
simply not available in the UK. 

“The new wing at the Swale 
Skills Centre and the eight new 
apprenticeships will help ad¬ 
dress this shortfall. ” 

Last month, Vestas Wind 
Systems announced it had 
identified an area at the Port 
of Sheerness as the ideal place 
for a production centre to build 
its new supersize turbines, with 
the potential to create about 
2,000 jobs and provide a huge 
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boost to the local economy. 

The new V164-7.0MW tur¬ 
bine is twice as powerful as 
those that sit off the coast of 
Thanet, and its blade span is 
the same as the London Eye. 

Cllr Carter spoke of the ben¬ 
efits of wind technology when 
he attended a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss how low-carbon and 
green energy projects can help 
to grow the Kent economy. 

He said: “With the largest 
coastal strip of any country, 
offshore wind is Kent’s main 
development opportunity for 
this sector. 

“We have recently heard 
some very encouraging news 
from Vestas - the world’s 
largest offshore turbine man¬ 
ufacturer - with their an¬ 
nouncement of up to 2,000 
potential jobs at a new manu¬ 
facturing and assembly plant 
at Sheerness. 

“Three offshore wind 
projects - Kentish Flats, Than¬ 
et Offshore and London Array 
- with operational bases in 
Kent would provide more than 
125 jobs with the potential for 
another 650 jobs by 2020.” 

The Vestas deal is reliant on 
support from the Government 
in helping to generate business 
from wind farm

“I love performing live and I love it that you 
never know what is going to happen. So if any 
person reading this is going to the show, please 
contact the paper if you have a special request 
and then it’ll be forwarded on to me,” she said. 

Hayley is probably best known as the 
vocalist on Strictly Come Dancing, but she 
has been performing for a long time - since 
she was 12, in fact 

She said: “I won a singing competition, 
bought a small PA system and started doing 
gigs in pubs and clubs. 

“The songs were all wrong. The northern 
clubs are the scariest gigs I’ve done in my life. 
They won’t dance until halfway through, when 
they’ve decided whether they like you or not. 

“There was a country pub in the middle of 
nowhere. I was 14, wearing a shiny blue jacket, 
thinking I was Beyonce, singing by the toilet, 
and my aunt kept nipping behind me to take 
her tablets from her handbag. All my mates 
had come to watch, it was so embarrassing. 

“Nowadays people just want to be famous, 
but if you love performing you’ll put yourself 
through anything to do it. At the show we will 
be doing some of the old swing and jazz 
numbers, but also some more modern tunes. 

“Ella Fitzgerald would do classic numbers and 
then maybe something by Marvin Gaye or The 
Beatles, so we will do something similar. 

“My uncle was a musician, so that is probably 
how I became interested. I’d go and watch 
him play jazz guitar and bass. I love great 
songwriters and great singers who can put 
across the material. I listen to a huge variety 
and love styles from Sam Cooke to Neil Young.” 

Hayley’s first hit was a cover of Thunderclap 
Newman’s No 1 Something In The Air, which 
was also used as an advert theme. 

She has a wide range of musical tastes, which 
helps as her appearances on Strictly can be 
challenging. 

“I can be singing a jazz standard one minute, 
then have to tackle something by Lady Ga Ga,” 
she said. “There have been times I have 
surprised myself and I love tackling music from 
the theatre, like Cabaret or Send In The Clowns. 



“Then there are Marilyn Monroe-style big- 
band numbers and things by people like Alanis 
Morissette which I never dreamt I’d ever have a 
go at. I had to sing songs by Bonnie Tyler, 

Bette Midler and Barbra Streisand one week, 
which was a nightmare as they’ve all got very 
distinctive voices. 

“Kelly Clarkson was difficult because she 
sings really high and constantly belts it. I know 
they weren’t my best performances because my 
mum phoned and said ‘That didn’t sound very 
good’, and she’s usually really supportive.” 

Hayley said that on the show the judges were 
kept away from contestants and just about 
everyone else so they were not influenced. 

“But on the road it’s a different story,” she 
said. “That is when you get to know people. 

“Colin Jackson was one of my favourites - 
he’s a great guy and just so funny. Pamela 
| Stephenson was great as well. But they all 
are, really, and when we’re on the road it’s 
like a family. 

“As a performer I love playing live, but 
I’m also a writer so I like the studio as well. 
I’ve recently recorded with Rick Wakeman 
and always wanted to try and do a Bowie 
song but never really dared - after all, he’s 
Bowie and he does things a certain way. 

“But we did Life On Mars and it sounded 
great. I also sing and play sax in a Pink Floyd 
tribute band called Think Floyd. I was in a girl 
group called Ruby Fusion. I know, it’s a 
terrible name. We worked with the massive 
American producers Nile Rodgers and Narada 
Michael Warden. It was an unbelievable 
experience. The Americans are all like ‘You guys 
are amazing, you’re going to be the biggest and 
the best’ and make you think you’re going to be 
a star. In Britain they’re more like ‘We’ll have a 
go and see what happens’. I prefer being realistic 
about the world.”

Health care reforms 


U NDER Government plans to re¬ 
form the NHS, health and social 
care are set to be integrated with 
more power being given to family 
doctors and councils. The contro¬ 
versial Health and Social Care Bill 
has gone through a six-week ‘listening exercise’ 
before going back to Parliament for the details to 
be worked out. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley’s ‘pause’ 
has left local health and social care officials in 
limbo as they wait to see the extent of structural 
changes to the NHS. 

But work has already begun in Kent to see 
how health and social care can be brought to¬ 
gether in the future, when there will be a focus 
on early intevention to keep people away from 
A&E and older people out of hospitals to save 
money. 

James Lampert, efficiency team manager at 
Kent County Council, has been leading an “ex¬ 
ploratory programme” to integrate health and 
social care. 

He said: “Where we are trying to get to is that 
if people are trying to negotiate the health and 
social care system that we have integrated the 
separate pockets for social care with the separate 
pockets of health services. 

“Particularly for people with urgent needs, we 
know that the experience people have had in 
Kent is not always the best experience. 

“We are looking at co-locating health and so¬ 
cial care professionals in one place to that care 
pathways become more integrated. So that it 
becomes a seamless journey.” 

John Ashelford, a governor of the health watch¬ 
dog Kent Local Involvement Network (LINk), 
said: “It is essential to combine in some way health 
and social care services to avoid gaps. We often 
come across situations where health is saying one 
thing and social services another. 

“The two are not joined up and we need to 
have a way to combine these services. 

“For example, older people need both he 
social care, it needs to be done in 
such as way that they are not having 
to deal with two groups when they 
are feeling elderly, frail and confused. 

It will save money and help with dis¬ 
charging planning.” 

The changes are being brought 
in as a reaction to the fact that 
more people are living longer. Al¬ 
ready 12 per cent of people over 
65 have more than three long¬ 
term conditions and numbers are 
set to double in the next 20 years. 

Mr Lampert has been looking at 
care for people with dementia. The 
number of people with the condition are set to 
increase to more than a million by 2021. 

“This is a real challenge, not only for us in 
Kent,” he said. “What we need to be able to do 
firstly is pick up people early. As people start to 
have difficulties with day-to-day life then get 
them an appointment with a GP and social care 
professional. ” 

Mr Lampert and his team have been going out 
across Kent to talk to family doctors involved in 
the new GP consortia, who under the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans will soon control the majority of the 
NHS budget. 

“One of the common themes for them and 
what seems to have happened is that GPs feel 
that they are more isolated than they were in the 
past,” he said. 

In west Kent, KCC has already been working 
with local doctors and other community health 
teams to enable people to stay at home for longer 
to reduce costs. 

A pilot scheme has been running to establish 
multi-disciplinary team meetings to talk about 
patients and services users with high-level needs 
such as dementia, which is aimed at stopping 
them going into hospital for care.

Kent Community Health Trust and GPs working 
more closely and talking about individuals at the 
higher end of risk of something going wrong. Hav¬ 
ing that dialogue between primary care nurses and 
social care staff,” said Mr Lampert. 

KCC is also working on better IT systems and 
ways of holding data on patients and services 
users, which can then be shared between health 
and social care teams. 

With the two fields so closely linked it is a 
wonder that more shared working practices are 
not already in place. 

Mr Lampert said: “It is something that should 
have happened a long time ago. Having the IT 
infrastructure helps make communication much 
easier.” 

Of course, all this is set against the backdrop of 
health and social care budget cuts. 

“This is part of KCC’s strategy to try and make 
health and social care better for people in Kent. 

“How we can reduce costs and manage de¬ 
mand? There’s the increasing ageing population 
in the context of budget cuts that KCC is having 
to make over the next few years, but there is a 
commitment from the Kent Community Health 
Trust to work with us to integrate health and 
social care provision to reduce duplication, de¬ 


liver better value for money and give people a 
better experience.” 

As part of the NHS reforms, while GPs will be 
controlling the budget, councils will continue to 
scrutinise local health bodies such as hospital 
trusts and influence family doctors in the role as 
commissioners. 

Asked if GPs were on board with working more 
closely with KCC, Mr Lampert added: “Broadly 
speaking every single GP says yes, integrated 
health and social care is the way to go and there 
is really good evidence that we should work with 
them. 

“It may be because of the health changes and 
different GP localities with control over the 
budget that it might be different models of inte¬ 
gration care depending on the different needs. 
What is right for Maidstone might not be right 
for Dartford. This is where we need to think 
about local health and wellbeing boards. 

“This is just the beginning of a journey. 

“Everything is up in the air in terms of the 
reforms, timelines and the NHS needs to get its 
house in order. 

“People working in the NHS are trying to work 
out which direction they are going in. It has been 
unsettled by the Coalition coming in.”

The peasant who Led 
the poU tax rebellion

SOME 630 years ago this 
month thousands of rebel 
peasants descended on Canter¬ 
bury Cathedral demanding the 
Archbishop be deposed. 

It followed the introduction 
of a crippling poll tax which 
had been brought in under 
Archbishop of Canterbury Si¬ 
mon Sudbury, who was also 
the Lord Chancellor. 

The Great Rising - also 
known as the Peasants’ Re¬ 
volt - saw Maidstone man Wat 
Tyler lead thousands of peas¬ 
ants from across Kent and the 
South East to attack Rochester 
Cathedral and then later break 
into Canterbury Cathedral 
during the celebration of high 
mass to demand that monks 
depose the Archbishop. 

But it ended with bloodshed 
and the murder of Tyler and 
Archbishop Sudbury. 

Academic Richard West, 
founder of the Chaucer Educa¬ 
tion Project, said historical 
events such as the Peasants’ 
Revolt should be included in a 
Canterbury timeline. 

“Much of Canterbury’s histo¬ 
ry has not been published and 
I want to create a timeline to 
bring relevance to local history 
and bring it alive,” he said. 

“There is so much history 
here, for example, Canterbury 
had the world’s first regu¬ 
lar passenger railway, this is 
something that some people 
don’t know. 

“I also think the old City and 
County Borough of Canterbury 
should be returned - there is so

much going on here, it should 
run separately from the county 
council.” 

Mr West founded the self- 
funded Chaucer Education 
Project in 1986 with a view 
to creating a virtual learning 
site, similar to Open University 
courses. 

“It will be the technical 
equivalent to Open University, 
but students will be able to 
choose smaller, more special¬ 
ist courses, which last a shorter 
period of time,” he said. 

“They will also be able to buy 
courses as they go along. 

“The learning site is still be¬ 
ing developed - it has been dif¬ 
ficult with no funding available 
- but I hope to soon be able to 
establish the online Chaucer 
University.” 

The 1381 break-in at Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral by Wat Tyler 
during the Peasants’ Revolt 
was the first historical item to 
feature on the new pages of The 
Chaucer Education Project. 

The famous rebellion be¬ 


gan on May 30 and continued 
through June with attacks on 
Rochester and Canterbury, un¬ 
til the protesters reached Lon¬ 
don on June 14. 

During a meeting between 
Richard II and Wat Tyler, 
which resulted in the King 
backing down on his tax plans, 
rebels tracked down Arch¬ 
bishop Sudbury and beheaded 
him. 

Historical accounts report 
that the following day during 
another meeting, the King be¬ 
came angered by Tyler’s arro¬ 
gant behaviour and the Lord 
Mayor slashed at him with his 
sword, mortally wounding the 
rebel leader. 

Mr West said the account 
gave a glimpse into what the 
history course unit, at GCSE 
level, would involve. 

“This was a major event in 
history, particularly for Canter¬ 
bury and Kent,” said Mr West. 

“For the last 40 years Wat 
Tyler’s movement hasn’t been 
published everywhere and 
some people don’t know much 
about it even though it is an 
important part of Canterbury’s 
history - every Christmas Day 
a wreath is laid on the tomb of 
Archbishop Sudbury.” 

Mr West said he aimed to 
create a timeline on his site to 
highlight local events in his¬ 
tory as part of the planned on¬ 
line Chaucer University history 
course. 

Wat Tyler Way in Maidstone 
is named after the rebel leader.

The chef putting the 
great into pub grub 


R ICHARD Phillips has created some 
of the best restaurants in Kent. 

His first venture, Thackeray’s in 
Tunbridge Wells, won a Michelin 
star and his other restaurants 
have been praised equally. 

For his latest project he has moved away from 
fine dining into the world of the local boozer. 

He said: “I knew I could deliver with my 
experience. I just needed to bring that to a pub.” 

Phillips and his team took over the Pearson’s 
Arms, Whitstable, in December 2010. Its 
location right on the seafront of the trendy 
town has to be one of the best in the county. 
However, the reputation of its food has over the 
years, like the nearby tides, ebbed and flowed. 

Phillips said: “I used to bring my children 
to Whitstable for a day out and always knew 
it was a nice place. I wanted to re-create a 
traditional English pub but with a really good 
atmosphere and a bit of everything: great beers, 
great wines and a great dining experience.” 

The chef, who has appeared on TV shows 
like Ready Steady Cook, wanted the character 
to be informal but with no drop in quality and, 
despite its seaside locality, he was also keen not 
limit the menu to seafood. 

He said: “We are not a nation that just lives

on seafood. Because of our great meat and other 
produce, we can eat a whole range. In winter 
we like slow-cooked and warming foods. In the 
summer we want something different. 

“I wanted to cook traditional dishes but 
executed superbly. We are just a few yards from 
the sea, but I am also just a few miles from some 
of the best apples and best game on the planet. I 
wanted to dovetail seafood with other food, and 
that comes back to the seasons. If you are a fish- 
eater, we will always have that, but I will also 
serve in-season pheasant and venison.” 

Phillips also knew that a pub’s reputation 
was even more linked to its drink. 

The Pearson’s serves an extensive range of 
beers from local microbreweries; there is also a 
large selection of foreign and bottled beers and a 
comprehensive wine list. 

He said: “Kent is the home of the hop and I 
wanted to reflect that. We also offer our Wine 
Flights, when customers can try three different 
glasses of wine for a set price. 


“Ten years ago, it was hard to find local 
suppliers that could fulfil demand. People would 
come to me with a free-range chicken, but 
when I said I needed 100 a week they would 
baulk at that. Local suppliers are realising they 
have to produce more if they are going to deal 
with the restaurant trade.” 

Diners can also expect a varying menu. The 
lunchtime fare changes every week and the a la 
carte dishes change around every three weeks. 

“That is important to me,” said Phillips. “I 
like my customers to come back and know they 
can experience something different. It is also 
good for my staff - it keeps them on their toes. 
The food has to be good because it has my name 
associated with it, but I don’t want to scare 
people off. I want the pub to be welcoming to 
families.” 

So how has the first six months been? 

Phillips said: “It has been great, but I feel I 
have only just scratched the surface - we have a 
long way to go. I never like to get complacent.”

THE Royal Engineers Museum 
is hosting the exhibition Last 
Post: Remembering The First

Curated by the British Postal

and Churchill Museum &

the role played by the Post 
Office during the First World 
War. More than 75,000 men 
left their jobs in the Post Office 
to fight, with 12,000 joining 
the Post Office’s own battalion 
- The Post Office Rifles. 

As the men left to fight, tens 
of thousands of women joined 
the Post Office workforce 
temporarily. For the first 
time, women were allowed 
to perform duties from 
which they had previously 
been excluded. Postal

Saab and 9-3 re-Bjorn

SAAB 9-3 AERO 2.0T AUTO: PRICE £28,795 FACT FILE 


IT has been a bumpy ride for Saab of late. 

The Swedish motor icon needed another 
cash injection a few weeks ago from a Chinese 
manufacturer to ensure its future, just two years 
on from erstwhile parent General Motors (GM) 
preparing to pull the plug on the brand. 

At that point, one of Sweden’s most famous 
exports along with Abba, was ‘re-Bjorn’ as 
partner to another re-born company, Spyker of 
Holland. 

It was a curious marriage, though; Saab is 
more lower-volume executive brand than mass 
producer, while its new partner makes ultra-low- 
volume hand-crafted supercars. 

Perhaps not surprisingly then in these cash- 
strapped times, the new independent group 
needed yet more cash backing; enter the Chinese 
and new possibilities for premium sales in their 
home market, one of the fastest-growing and 
strongest in the world at the moment. 

And there is huge goodwill elsewhere 
and notably in the UK for one of the most 
technologically-revered brands in the industry. 

The now separately owned Saab aerospace 
company began car production in 1949, 
majoring on aerodynamic styling and innovative 
engineering. 

It promoted front-wheel drive and championed 
turbocharging, realising that boosting its four- 
cylinder engines was a cheaper route to higher 
outputs than developing a new six-cylinder unit 
to take on German rivals. 

Turbocharging helped it to develop its most 
successful model ever, the 1980s-vintage 900, 
yet the company’s finances were faltering and 
GM took a hold on the company in 19 8 9. 

Fiercely loyal ‘Saabites’ then became 
increasingly angry at what they saw as GM 
cloning within a once distinctive Saab line-up; 
in searching for economies of scale needed to

make Saab profitable, GM watered down the 
innovation and bravery that had created such a 
loyal following. 

And much GM technology still underpins 
Saabs even after gaining independence - the all- 
new 9-5 cannot escape the feel that it is modelled 
on the Vauxhall Insignia. 

And yet the brand’s workhorse model and 
long-running 9-3, launched at the height of GM 
control, shows how the Swedes dared to be as 
different as possible under GM. 

Newly facelifted - again - the fluidity of the 
original design still has freshness and the tweaks 
to the front give the car its most muscular stance 
yet, while interior has a much-needed upgrade 
without disturbing the famed aircraft style 
dashboard and the state-of-the-art seats. 

In recent years, and like many rivals, Saab has 
concentrated on turbocharged diesels for better 
economy and emissions, but its old expertise in 
petrol turbocharging is still much in evidence on 
cars such as the 2.0T Aero we have just tested. 


Allied to a responsive front-wheel drive 
chassis, the 9-3 remains a driver’s car and while 
it is actually now quite old when measured 
against rivals, it can still be rewarding to drive as 
well as attractive to look at. 

Don’t just check out the saloon, as tested here 
though, because the 9-3 range also includes the 
Sportwagon - a classy looking estate to rival 
the ubiquitous BMW 3-Series and the Audi A4 
Avant - and the Convertible. 

The current car is currently celebrating 25 
years since the original 900 Convertible was 
released and put the wind up German premium 
brands in that rather exclusive sector. 

We’ve said before that the ‘croptop’ is the ace 
up Saab’s sleeve, being good for brand image. 

There is also another potential trump card. 

Saab now has an excellent all-drive system known 
as XWD to rival Audi’s Quattro sub-branding and 
it works superbly on the 9-3 - we can vouch for 
that after testing it on an ice track. 

The Saab saga continues.

ACCEPTANCE into the newly-formed Kent 
Invicta League has provided Rusthall Football

Piper set to leave Angels 
as Tommy targets striker

TONBRIDGE Angels manager Tommy 
Warrilow admits he cannot afford to 
keep Chris Piper at the club next season 
and has resigned himself to losing the 
attacking midfielder to another Confer¬ 
ence South club. 

Warrilow is already in talks with po¬ 
tential replacements and says his need 
to strengthen midfield means the An¬ 
gels are likely to go into next season 
with only two recognised strikers on 
their books. 

While the Tonbridge boss has agreed 
new deals with 12 of last season’s pro¬ 
motion-winning squad, he said he had 
been unable to match the offers Piper 
received from elsewhere. Speculation 
linking Piper with a move to either 
Dover Athletic or Dartford appears to 
be wide of the mark though, with the 
Bermondsey-based player considering 
offers closer to home. 

“Basically, I don’t think I can afford 
Pipes this year,” Warrilow said. “I’ve 
got to be realistic, he’s got a young fam¬ 
ily and he’s been offered fantastic deals 
elsewhere. He’s got to think of his family 
and what’s best for him. These things 
happen in football and I’ve tried my best 
but I’ve resigned myself to losing him. 

“We are in a different ball-park now 
and we can’t get caught up in what is 
going on around us. Chris loves this 
club, he wants to stay, but needs must 
and we can’t start robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. 

“I’m speaking to a couple of other 
players in that area and I have to make 
decisions on them. They’re wanted by 
other clubs and I have to be careful, 
otherwise I’ll miss out on the whole lot 
of them. It’s an area we need to look at 
because we’ve only got Lewis Taylor 


and Lee Browning in there at the 
moment.” 

Lrannie Collin and Ade Olorun- 
da have already penned new deals 
to stay at Longmead for next sea¬ 
son, but with neither Carl Rook 
or Adrian Stone being retained, 
the Angels frontline desperately 
needs a boost. 

However, Warrilow says they 
must shoulder the full goal-scor¬ 
ing responsibilities when Ton- 
bridge kick-off their Conference 
South campaign in August. 


“I’ll possibly have to go with 
two forwards to start with,” he 
said. “I need another forward, I 
know that, but some of the for¬ 
wards who can play in this league, 
there’s no point us trying to grab 
them. We’ve got to have a reality 
check, which means going with 
two strikers for now. 

“Once the season gets going, 
that’s the area where we’ll be look¬ 
ing to bring someone in. We’ve 
got to be patient and we’ve got 
the loan structure to consider as 


well. Last year, it was frustrating 
because the pro clubs don’t like to 
loan below Conference South, but 
this year that option is there.” 

One weapon Warrilow does 
have in his arsenal is the versatil¬ 
ity of Ben Andrews, who joined 
the Angels from Ryman Premier 
Division club Horsham at the end 
of last week. 

Andrews, normally a centre- 
back, also operated as a striker for 
the Hornets, scoring 51 times in 
190 appearances.

Promotion within two years a realistic 
target, says new Sevenoaks manager 


NEW Sevenoaks Town boss 
Darren Anslow believes he can 
bring Ryman League football 
to Greatness Park within two 
years.

quite ready to go up yet, but 
that gives me some breathing 
space to find out what I need to 
do to get promoted." 

As manager of the Cray 
Wanderers academy, Anslow’s 
approach is likely to be similar 
to Levett's who blooded sev¬ 
eral of his Welling United acad¬ 
emy players in the Sevenoaks 
first-team. 

"I've invited all the players 
back to pre-season as well as 
the players I'm going to bring 
in," Anslow said. "They all 
need to understand it's a blank 
canvas, I won't favour players 
coming in over the players I 
don't know."

Jota looking to upset the odds as 
Le Mans 24 Hours revs in to view

THE glare of the motorsport world falls on Jota 
Sport this weekend as the Kent team takes on 
the cream of the sportscar scene at the iconic 24 
Hours of Le Mans. 

Jota, based near Tunbridge Wells, find them¬ 
selves up against the might of BMW, Ferrari, Por¬ 
sche and Corvette as they bid to upset the odds 
and emerge from the world-famous event with a 
place on the podium in north-west France. 

Sam Hancock, co-owner of Jota, is one of the 
team’s three drivers alongside former class win¬ 
ner Chris Buncombe and Le Mans debutant Si¬ 
mon Dolan. This year is Hancock’s sixth crack at 
Le Mans, but he insists the aura surrounding the 
race remains as potent as ever. 

“It doesn’t matter how many times you race 
at Le Mans, the significance of the event is never 


lost,” he said. “It’s the biggest race of the year 
and for every driver, the dream is to finish up on 
the podium at Le Mans. 

“I’m lucky enough to have raced there five 
times and I still find it amazing. I think I know 
how to work it by now, but I still chat to drivers 
and hear how they manage and approach the 
race, things I’d never have thought of.” 

The race itself gets under way at 7pm on Sat¬ 
urday, but Jota have already been in France for 
the best part of a week, attending scrutineering 
checks, autograph sessions and finally getting 
their Aston Martin onto the track for qualifying 
on Wednesday. 

The illustrious field of drivers includes ex-For- 
mula One driver Giancarlo Fisichella and each 
driver will approach the race in his own way. 
For Hancock, though, proper rest is essential. 

“I find I perform much better if I have at least 
some sleep,” he said. “Some drivers stay awake 


through the whole thing, some can’t sleep be¬ 
cause of the noise and the adrenaline. I’d rath¬ 
er get in the car for two or three hours, have a 
10-minute debrief with the engineers, have a 
shower, get into some tracksuit bottoms and 
go straight to bed for one, two or three hours. It 
seems to go on for ever and you have to detach 
yourself from what’s going on in your car, your 
team, and the progress of the race.” 

Jota are competing in the GT Endurance Pro 
class at Le Mans and while they will be boosted 
by a fifth-placed finish at the recent six-hour 
race in Spa, Hancock accepts they face a moun¬ 
tainous task. 

“We need to manage our expectations and 
everybody else’s,” he said. “We are a privateer 
team up against the official factory teams, seri¬ 
ous world-class competition. Only three cars will 
be on the podium and there are at least six fac¬ 
tory cars but anything can happen at Le Mans.”

Nevill future as Twenty20 
host hangs in the balance

ANOTHER successful Tunbridge 
Wells Festival came to a close on 
Sunday with more than 12,000 
Kent supporters watching three 
fixtures at the picture-perfect Nevill 
Ground. 

Cricket supporters in the west of 
the county showed again why they 
cannot be ignored by Kent bosses, 
with a capacity crowd of 5,000 
turning out for last Friday’s nine- 
wicket defeat against Somerset. 
More than 4,000 tickets were also 
sold for Sunday’s 20-run reverse 
against the Hampshire Royals - al¬ 
though persistent rain meant only 
about 2,000 stayed on to watch the 
five-over slog at the end following a 
three-hour delay. 

Nearly 6,000 watched Kent be¬ 
gin the week in style with a five- 
wicket win against Leicestershire 
in the LV= County Championship, 
but it’s Twenty20 that has cap¬ 
tured the imagination in Tunbridge 
Wells. 

Yet, hosting 20-over cricket at 
the picturesque Nevill Ground is 
under serious threat as the coun¬ 
ty come to terms with a reduced 
Twenty20 programme next year. 
The schedule is being cut from 
eight home games to just five, and 
with Kent having forked out more 
than £8 million to redevelop their 
tired-looking St Lawrence Ground 
in Canterbury, which includes the 
installation of floodlights, county 
bosses now have a real decision to 
make. 

Kent chief executive, Jamie Clif¬ 
ford, said: “Next year we see a re¬ 


duction in Twenty20 games and 
what I wanted the west of the coun¬ 
ty to show the club was that they 
wanted Twenty20 cricket here and 
they’ve shown in their numbers 
they want this type of cricket in this 
part of the county. We have a dif¬ 
ficult decision next year with a re¬ 
duced Twenty20 programme and 
well done to the folk of Tunbridge 
Wells and west Kent for making 
that decision very difficult for us. 

“It’s been a tremendous festival 


week. Had the weather held on 
Sunday, we would have expected to 
have seen 15,000 people inside this 
ground within a week which would 
have been tremendous, as it was it 
was more like 12,000, but that said 
it was a pretty remarkable week of 
cricket.” 

Tunbridge Wells will, in effect, be 
up against Canterbury and Becken¬ 
ham in staging Twenty20 cricket 
next season. However, with ques¬ 
tion marks still hanging over Beck¬ 


enham’s long-term future as an 
outground, an almost guaranteed 
sell-out at the Nevill surely cannot 
be overlooked. 

Clifford added: “Knowing that 
you get a good crowd at Tunbridge 
Wells makes you think long and 
hard about where you put games, 
not just for Twenty20, because 
there is a strong Kent following in 
the west of the county that we have 
a responsibility to lay on cricket 
for.”

WITH TIM HARVEY 


Touring car legend Tim Harvey has teamed 
up with Archant KOS Media this season to 
bring you a weekly column as the class of 
2011 do battle up and down the country. 
Harvey, who was brought up in Sevenoaks 
and schooled in Tonbridge, more recently 
raced in the Porsche Carrera Cup for 
Wrotham team Motorbase Performance. 

He shares his thoughts, as an ITV commen¬ 
tator, on the British Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship, and discusses the series’ big issues. 

‘Oulton Park had 
just about it all’ 

WITHOUT doubt, last weekend's 
action at Oulton Park was the 
most dramatic of this season's 
British Touring Championship (BTCC) so 
far. 

We had wet races, team-mates crash¬ 
ing into each other on the last lap, an 
outburst from Jason Plato - we had just 
about everything you could expect from 
this championship. 

It was quite amazing to watch from the 
commentary box as Honda team-mates 
Gordon Shedden and Matt Neal came 
round the final corner in race two, leading 
by some distance, only to crash and hand 
victory to Jason Plato, who had been 
sitting third. Quite simply, it must top the 
list for all-time BTCC faux-pas. I’ve seen 
team-mates crash into each other before, 
but not when they've been leading the 
race going into the last corner. 

It was absolutely unbelievable and 
I don't know what Neal was thinking. I 
admire him racing to the death against his 
own team-mate, but on the other hand 
he'd already locked up his brakes earlier 
in the race and run into Shedden, so he 
shouldn't really have been that confident 
on the brakes and attempted to pass his 
own team-mate when they were both set 
for an excellent points haul. It was a genu¬ 
ine attempt to pass, but it was completely 
rash. If it had been anyone other than 
his team-mate, he'd probably have been 
hauled in by the clerk of the course. 

Plato may have won the race but he 
certainly wasn't happy afterwards and I 
was massively surprised by his reaction. I 
expected him to get out and laugh all the 
way to the podium at Honda's misfortune 
and his gain. Instead, he got out of the car 
very highly-charged, shouting his mouth 
off about the regulations regarding the 
turbo-charged cars and most people felt it 
was inappropriate. 

Of course, Plato has his opinion, which 
is shared by others, but he’s got to get it in 
balance. A bit of gamesmanship is all part 
and parcel of touring car racing, whatever 
the rules and regulations, but Plato’s get¬ 
ting so completely wrapped up in it, he’s 
showing a weakness. It's going to be an 
issue that dominates the season and the 
arguments will continue. 

Mat Jackson’s win in the third race for 
Airwaves Racing really was an impressive 
drive. He beat Shedden in a Honda with 
no ballast on board. Shedden would have 
been fired up to score maximum 
points, but he couldn't lay a finger 
on Jackson.

Jackson’s title hopes still alive 
after turbulent race weekend

DREAMS of lifting the British Tour¬ 
ing Car Championship (BTCC) re¬ 
main intact for Mat Jackson and 
Motorbase Performance despite a 
nightmare start to the latest round 
of the series at Oulton Park. 

Jackson travelled north second 
in the championship and eager to 
apply further pressure on front¬ 
runner Matt Neal, but his weekend 
looked to be over as quickly as it 
had begun after the worst qualify¬ 
ing session imaginable. 

Airwaves Racing, the team repre¬ 
senting Wrotham-based Motorbase 
in the BTCC, looked on in horror as 
Jackson’s car skidded on oil depos¬ 
ited by his team-mate Liam Griffin, 
before crashing off the track and 
sustaining heavy front-end dam¬ 
age. 

Having qualified 10th, Jackson 
failed to finish the first race and the 
early exit meant he started second- 
last for race two. Despite a shunt 
from Paul O’Neill, he managed to 
make up 12 positions and was then 
given a further boost when Honda 
team-mates Matt Neal and Gordon 
Shedden both crashed out, boosting 
Jackson up into the points. 

Finally, the team’s luck changed 
when Jackson was drawn at the 
front of the reverse grid for race

three. Jackson held off the stern 
challenge of Shedden’s Honda Civic 
to chalk up his second race win of 
the season, which keeps him within 
seven points of Neal in the drivers’ 
championship. 

“It was a full on weekend of highs 
and lows,” he reflected. “Satur¬ 
day’s qualifying session was really 
unfortunate with what happened 
with Liam’s car and then us collect¬ 
ing damage in the same incident. 
It was disappointing not to finish 


and to have to start at the back of 
the grid for race two. At that point, 
you really know that you’re having 
a bad weekend, but a ninth-placed 
result gave us the chance of the re¬ 
verse grid for race three. I couldn’t 
believe it when the reverse grid 
went in our favour, after the luck 
we’d had. It was fantastic to be able 
to capitalise on our good fortune 
and for the Focus to put in such a 
convincing win.” 

Oly Collins, the Airwaves team 


manager, added: “Race three was 
a great end to this tough week¬ 
end and goes some way to paying 
back the team for their amazing 
hard work and effort. Mat drove a 
blinder to outpace Gordon’s Honda 
and it’s great to get another win for 
the team.” 

Griffin’s disappointing season 
continued, meanwhile, as he failed 
to pick up a point in Cheshire. The 
BTCC resumes at Yorkshire’s Croft 
circuit on the weekend of June 18. 


GINETTA SUPERCUP 

Battler Hill edged 
out but closes gap 

TWO podium finishes at Oulton Park may have 
represented a successful weekend for Jake 
Hill, but the teenager returned home from the 
Cheshire circuit with mixed feelings. 

Hill, racing in the Ginetta GT Supercup, 
closed the gap to G50 class leader Tom Ingram 
although he was frustrated not to win Sunday's 
rain-affected race, crossing the line just two- 
tenths of a second behind Aaron Williamson. 

As the rain began to fall, the drama stepped 
up as the 17-year-old began to eat away at 
Williamson's lead, established in dry conditions. 

Just as the Goudhurst racer looked set to reel 
him in, though, the more powerful G55 car of 
Alastair James moved past and although Hill 
regained his position, he was never able to make 
up the gap to Williamson. 

However, having seen series newcomer Lee 
Pattison streak away to victory in race one, Hill 
looked for the positives from a dramatic round. 

"Race one was a bit tough, but [the second 
one] was brilliant," he said. “I love these condi¬ 
tions but it was so slippery on slick tyres and I 
nearly went off about 10 times. It was such a 
shame James got in the way because I had the 
pace and the car under me to win. 

"At least we're now second in the champion¬ 
ship, a bit closer to Tom and I got my first fast¬ 
est lap of the year. I can't wait for Croft now." 

The season resumes next weekend.

Onslow-Cole cuts 
short Milltek stay 

A DRAMATIC British Touring Car Championship 
(BTCC) season took its latest twist on Sunday 
when Tom Onslow-Cole ended his short stay 
with AmD Milltek Racing just minutes before the 
third race at Oulton Park. 

Milltek team principal Shaun Hollamby, from 
Pembury, pulled off one of the shock signings of 
the close-season when he agreed a deal to bring 
highly-rated Onslow-Cole on board. 

However, the 24-year-old accepted an offer 
to move back to Team Aon last weekend and 
Hollamby opted to withdraw the team's VW 
Golf from race three. Onslow-Cole secured nine 
championship points during his stay with Milltek. 

Hollamby must now decide whether to recruit 
a new driver in time for next weekend's trip to 
Croft, or step back into the car himself. 


INDYCAR SERIES 

Texas trip marks 
Conway’s return 

MIKE Conway has the first chance to obliterate 
the memories of his Indy500 disappointment 
this weekend as the IndyCar Series heads to 
Texas for the Firestone Twin 275s. 

The Sevenoaks driver failed to qualify for 
the world-famous race at Indianapolis and his 
absence on the grid saw him slide down to 10th 
position in the overall driver standings. 

Conway has experienced mixed fortunes so 
far this season. A crash at the first corner of 
the season's opening race in Florida forced him 
to retire from the Grand Prix of St Petersburg, 
before suffering a similar fate in Alabama, 
recovering from an early spin only to be sent into 
the barriers on lap 47. 

However, he battled back at Long Beach, not 
only finishing his first race for new team Andretti 
Autosport, but claiming his maiden victory since 
entering the Indy Car Series in 2009. 

A rain-affected race in Sao Paulo saw 
Conway's car stall in the wet, but he somehow 
clawed his way back through the field from 20th 
position to cross the line sixth. 

Now, he is out to gain ground on the champi¬ 
onship leaders at the Texas Motor Speedway, 
near Forth Worth. Last year's horrific Indy 500 
smash means Conway is making only his second 
Firestone appearance, having finished 15th in 
2009. After Friday evening qualifying, the race 
starts at 8pm on Saturday.
